Here we go again! There must be a customer in the yard. I[ see Joe 
coming with his rub rag. I wonder what kind of a joker will climb up on 
me this time? Something better, I hope, than yesterday’s crop—2 kids 
making like Roy Rogers, 1 iron-fisted Colonel, and a fat old gal that 
bounced around, so—tired legs, sore mouth and aching back. I know the 
Boss says he thinks a lot of me and that he’s given me the best riders he 
could, ever since I came off the race track a year ago, but the Boss has to 
make a living, too. 

This must be a special customer. Joe is really shining me up. What’s 
that funny looking contraption he’s putting on the old snaffle bridle. Look, 
it goes around my nose, not around my head.* Well he hasn’t fastened it 
too tight, but I can’t get my mouth open, in case this rider starts pulling 
my head off. 

Let’s see what he looks like. Pretty tall, but his boots and breeches 
really fit. I never saw that saddle before. You don’t suppose he could have 
brought it with him? Feels comfortable, anyway. He’s going to mount 
from the ground, not the block. I better start walking so he can’t hit the 
saddle so hard as he flops into it with his rear end. Oh-oh! The way he 
holds the reins in his left hand I see I’d better stand still. Anyway he 
settled himself in the saddle quite gently. 

This customer seems to know what to do with his legs—he holds me 
evenly with both calves. Off we go and the only thing pulling on my mouth 
is the weight of the reins. This is going to be a cinch—I can just ease 
along and do what I like. Wrong again! He really knows how to squeeze 
with those calves so as to make me walk out—brings my hindquarters 
more underneath me, too. Maybe I can break this up by pulling the reins 
away from him. Wrong the third time! His hands didn’t yield a bit, he 
just squeezed me harder with his legs. 

Now he wants me to trot, slowly too, and he doesn’t post, just sits 
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there. Anyway he doesn’t bounce. 
Next in a big circle to the right, and 
I can feel his right calf pressing 
harder than his left. Look, my whole 
spine is bending—feels funny. Now 
he’s bending me in another circle 
to the left, now we’re trotting 
straight. I can see he wants me to 
walk again, but he’s not pulling on 
the reins, just holds them steady 
and squeezes with his legs. Well I 
might as well humor him. Next he 
wants me to halt—same signals. 
Say, do you suppose this guy could 
be what they call a top rider. Ma 
used to talk to me about them when 
I was little. 

Now we’re trotting in a circle 
to the right again. He pulls back 
his outside leg, gives me a harder 
squeeze, and suddently I begin to 
canter on the right lead. This is 
getting to be too much like work. 
Maybe I can run off. No such luck. 
He just pushed my quarters under 
me with his legs, so I couldn’t get 
away. All right ,all right. If you 
want to canter in a circle the other 
way it’s O.K. by me. A lot better 
than what I had to go through yes- 
terday, anyway. 

What’s this? He’s getting the 
Boss to pull the poles off the show 
jumps and lay them on the ground, 
a good long stride apart. Guess he 
wants me to walk over them. Kid

GILPIN GROUP BUYS ROSEMERE STOCK

The group is forming a Virginia cor- 
poration to be known as Rosemere Stud, 
Inc., which has taken a two-year lease 
on 250 acres of the 600-acre farm, This 
includes the training track, barns and other 
stud buildings. The property is to be 
managed by the well known trainer, Lt.

erly connected with the Ocala Stud Farm, 
at Ocala, Fla. 


LABOR RELATIONS BOARD 
DECLINES JURISDICTION 

The National Labor Relations Board 
has issued a ruling inresponse to petitions 
filed by Christopher T, Chenery of Meadow 
Stud, Doswell, Va., and William H, Dixon, 
a public trainer, asking the NLRB to assert 
its jurisdiction and thus apply federal 
law in regard to employees of owners 
and trainers of Thoroughbred horses. The 
organizing of grooms by Local 917, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
prompted the petitions, The NLRB re- 
fused to take jurisdiction as it had 
previously in the case of racetrack em- 
ployees, holding that the employment of 
grooms is not essentially a matter of 
interstate commerce, but is ‘‘local in 
character”, The petitions were filed be- 
cause federal labor laws are more strict 
in many areas than state laws.

Aqueduct 
The New York racing season opened 
on Monday, March 20, when Aqueduct 
put on its first racing program of asixty- 
three day meeting which closes on May 
31. The first stakes race of the New York 
Racing Association’s program at Aque- 
duct was the 60th running of The Swift, 
a $25,000 added six furlongs event for 
3-year-olds, It drew ten starters. 

H, O, H, Frelinghuysen’s ‘*Merry 
Ruler, ridden by R,. L. Gilbert got out 
in front at the half mile mark and lasted 
to hold a safe neck advantage over Mrs. 
S. J. Lefrak’s Stan The Man. L. P. Sasso’s 
Globemaster was third and Boncrist 
Farm’s Jets Pat was fourth. All the entries 
carried 126 pounds and the winner ran the 
6 furlongs in 1.12 3/5 over a fast track 
against a wind in the backstretch. 

*Merry Ruler is a grey colt, by Grey 
Sovereign-Queen of Song, by King Salmon, 
bred in England, by A, S, Smith. E. Yowell 
saddled the winner, which took down a 
purse valued at $18,395. It was *Merry 
Ruler’s second victory in two starts this 
year and the first stakes triumph of his 
career. Last year the English import went 
postward eight times, scored twice and 
placed twice. His career earnings now 
amount to $31,185, 

Aqueduct drew a crowd of 44,119, 
which was 4,000 above last year’s open- 
ing day crowd, The record is 55,961 
for an opening day in New York, It was 
established in 1956 when the season open- 
ed on a Saturday at Jamaica. 





Paumonok Handicap 

Seven starters put in an appearance 
for the 52nd running of The Paumonok 
Handicap on Saturday, March 25. The six 
furlongs race for 3-year-olds and upward, 
run under scale of weights for March 
conditions, had a $25,000 added value. 

Calumet Farm’s Pied d’Or J. L. Rotz 
up, finished a half length to the good of 
F. W. Hooper’s Winonly, E. Aracro up, 
who was in the lead all the way only to 
be nipped at the wire. Mrs. Edith L. 
Price’s Yes You Will was a nose in back 
of Winonly for show money. Alamode 
Farm’s Mail Order finished 4th, four and 
a half lengths away from the third horse. 
The winner’s time was 1.10 4/5. 

Pied d’Or is a bay 4-year-old colt, 
by *Nasrullah-Two Lea, by Bull Lea, bred 
by Calumet Farm. H. A, “Jimmy” Jones 
got the winning trainer credit. The victory 
netted $18,070. 


Bowie 

The big race on Saturday, March 25, 
was the $100,000 added John B, Campbell 
Handicap at Bowie. For 3-year-olds and 
upwards at one and one-sixteenth miles, 
the eighth running of this event drew a 
field of fifteen. 

Jockey R. L. Gilbert rode Bruce S, 
Campbell’s Conestoga to three-quarters of 
a length triumph over J,. De Renzo’s 
April Skies. Cain Hoy Stable’s All Hands 
was third and S, M, Barton’s Greek Star 
fourth. G, Ring’s *Don Poggio, the favor- 
ite, finished fifth, The winner’s time for the 
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1\B/16 miles Was 1.45 2/5. 

Conestoga is a 4-year-old bay colt, by 
Rough’n Tumble-Ruddy Belle, by Errard, 
bred by Ocala Stud Farms, Inc. Eddie 
Yowell saddled him or the winning effort. 
The $ 76,992.50 he netted brought Cones- 
toga’s career earnings to $184,044.50, 


Gulfstream 

The Fountain of Youth stakes was the 
main event on the program at Gulfstream 
Park, on Wednesday, March 22, Rununder 
allowance weight conditions at one and one- 
sixteenth miles, its added value was $15, 
009, Seven 3-year-olds left the starting 
gate in the 15th running of this fixture, 

Eddie Arcaro on Calumet Farm’s Beau 
Prince nosed out F, W. Hooper’s Crozier, 
who led the field during most of the race. 
Dorchester Farm Stable’s Carry Back was 
the show horse followed by Harbor View 
Farm’s Garwol. The winner’s time was 
1.43 1/5 over a good track, 

Beau Prince is a bay colt, by Bull 
Lea out of Typhoon, by Whirlaway, bred 
by his owner. H, A. Jones saddled the 
colt.

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National Hunt Meeting At Cheltenham 
Peter Towers-Clark 


The two memories that will longest 
remain of the 1961 National Hunt Meeting 
at Cheltenham will be the glorious spring- 
like weather, which was in such marked 
contrast to sO many years, and the Gold 
Cup - Champion Hurdle double achieved 
by Fred Winter, our greatest cross- 
country rider. Often spectators for this 
principal three-day meeting of the jumping 
year are huddled in the stands in biting 
East winds, whilst the Stewards decide 
whether racing is possible at all, but this 
week the sun shone so brightly that top 
coats were made superfluous and, no less 
important, a week of drying weather after 
the almost incessant rain of the past 
months, produced perfect going. it would 
not surprise me if the final figures re- 
veal a record attendance for the meeting, 

Highlight as usual was the Gold Cup, a 
3 1/4 miles steeplechase run on the final 
afternoon worth 6,043 pounds which drew 
a field of eleven. These included last 
year’s winner Pas Seul; the first three 
in the King George VI "Chase inDecember, 
Saffron Tartan, King and Knucklecracker, 
the latter being the winner this year of 
the rich Hennessy Gold Cup; the out- 
standing horse of a few years back, 
Mandarin, now recovered from leg trouble; 
the fine novice Frenchman’s Cove, only a 
six year old; and finally the one runner 
from Ireland, the Irish Grand National 
winner Olympia, a seven year old mare 
ridden by the owner’s amateur-rider son, 
It was a truly representative field, all 
of which, of course, met at level weights 
of 168 lbs, 


Gold Cup 

Mandarin set off at a good gallop 
ahead of Frenchman’s Cove on the first 
circuit, whilst Winter kept the massive 
Saffron Tartan back in last place just 
behind Olympia. After eleven fences, as 
they started out again on the second cir- 
cuit, Frenchman’s Cove had gone up to 
join Mandarin in the lead, with Sidbury 
Hill, Knucklecracker, Pas Seul andOlym- 
pia next, with Saffron Tartan eighth, the 
whole field still being well bunched. Three 
fences later Sidbury Hill fell at the water, 
bringing down the luckless Ancil on 
Kncuklecracker and slightly interfering 
with Pas Seul. Soon afterwards French- 
man’s Cove established a clear lead and 
at the open ditch going up the hill (five 
from home) Saffron Tartan made a superb 
leap that took him from fifth to second 
ahead of King, Mandarin and Pas Seul, 
who by then had the race to themselves. 
At the next Saffron Tartan jumped into 
the lead and, as they came down the final 
hill, he and Pas Seul drew clear away. 
Saffron Tartan was clear at the last, but 
fifty yards before it (Winter told me after- 
wards) his stamina abruptly run out and 
it was a desperately tired horse that 
struggled up the final gruelling hill. How- 


ever Pas Seul was no less tired after 
such a strongly-run race. Though he final- 
ly closed the gap to one and a half lengths 
by the post, he could pull out nothing with 
which to catch the leader. It was Man- 
darin in third place another three lengths 
away that was the only one that had any- 
thing left at the end. There seems to be 
little doubt that Saffron Tartan would not 
have lasted the trip, but for the welcome 
change in the going. 

Ever since he came over from Ire- 
land when in the charge of Vincent O’- 
Brien to win the Gloucestershire Novice 
Hurdle at this meeting four years ago, 
Saffron Tartan has been potentially one 
of the greatest ’chasers of all time, but 
until this year has never quite ‘‘come 
off’’, He was ante-post favorite for the 


‘Gold Cup in 1959, but was prevented 


from running owing to a _ last-minute 
temperature. When O’Brien gave up Na- 
tional Hunt horses to concentrate on the 
flat, Saffron Tartan came over to England 
to be trained by ex-rider Don Butchers 
and last year ran instead in the Champion 
Hurdle, in which he finished third. In 
April, 1959, Saffron Tartan gave one of the 
most exhilarating performances ever seen 
over fences when carrying top weight at 
Sandown Park in the Whitbread Gold Cup, , 
but suddenly two fences from home had’ 
dropped right out and as a result had 
been ‘‘Hobdayed’’ for his wind, Curiously 
enough it was the same veterinary surgeon 
that performed the operation on Saffron 
Tartan that had a year later also Hobdayed 
Pas Seul, as well as the winner of the 
Two Mile Champion ’Chase, the Irish- 
trained Fortria who was this year winning 
that event for the second time. 

Originally bought for 350 pounds as a 
yearling, Saffron Tartan is a ten year old 
by the well-known jumping sire Tartan, 
a half-brother to the Derby winner Blue 
Peter, and is out of Kellsboro’ Witch, a 
half-sister by Jackdaw of Rheims to the 
1933 Grand National victor Kellsboro’ 
Jack. Bought mid-way through his career 
for a big price, Saffron Tartan is owned 
jointly by Lady Cottenham, Colonel Guy 
Westmacott and his son, Dick. 


Champion Hurdle 

The two mile Champion Hurdle on the 
preceding afternoon was every bit as ex- 
citing as the Gold Cup, even if the class 
was not so high owing to an injury to 
last year’s winner, the Irish-trained 
Another Flash. Ireland was still strongly 
represented by the favorite Moss Bank 
and last year’s runner-up, Albergo, whilst 
the best backed of the others in the un- 
usually large field of 17 were Eborneezer, 
ridden by Winter, Farmer’s Boy, Morning 
Coat and the 1959 winner Merry Deal, 
all from England. 

Merry Deal was the first to fall out,

Back in sight to jump the 9th by the 
red barn, Tourlou led by some five lengths 
with *Sea Lord still 2nd ahead of Bay Bar- 
rage. Over the llth, a stonewall, Tourlou 
and *Sea Lord were on even terms, but 
Tourlou went on to lead over the 12th, a 
plank fence where *Sea Lord hit hard. 
*Sea Lord went to the front after jump- 
ing the 13th and led over the 14th on top 
of the hill by the judges’ stand. Down- 
hill, around a beacon and in the gallop 
to the 15th (the Ist fence after the 
start), Mr. Smith made his move with Bay 
Barrage. The good looking bay horse was 
really running and, when he jumped the 
L5th, he was about 4 lengths in front of 
Tourlou with *Sea Lord 3rd, Bay Barrage 
had quite a lead over the 17th, but al- 
though Mr. Chapot made a run at him 
with Tourlou and gained some ground he 
could not close the gap,

ure how far back Bay Barrage stood for 
the take-off at the 18th and last fence.

The Hewitt Editorial 


James G. Henderson 


I read your editorial in The Chronicle 
of the Horse in which you ask: Why do 
imported Thoroughbreds breed better than 
home breds? To answer this question 
with any degree of comprehension would 
be to involve oneself in a treatise of 
homeric magnitude, and, were one of 
statistical bent, he would become en- 
meshed in a maze of conflicting figures 
- for as you well know, there is nothing 
clear-cut in the breeding of Thorough- 
breds. 

If I were a master of the rapid-fire 
comeback, I should first retort, ‘‘Suh, 
do you realize that you have made a 
blanket statement which presupposes that 
imported Thoroughbreds of ALL national- 
ities - French, English, South American, 
Italian, Australian, Irish, German, and, 
to stretch a point, Belgian - actually 
breed better than our home breds?”’ I 
believe your case would not hold up in an 
equine world court.” 

You are alluding to imported sires in 
your editorial, hence I believe we should 
immediately refer to our U.S, General 
Sire List as our criterion. This listing, 
which shows us the leading sires inmoney 
won is our best, single guide to sire 
importance, It reflects the importance of 
two-year-old racing, also, for *Turn-to 
achieved second ranking on the General 
Sire List of 1960 primarily through the 
stakes-winning exploits of his juvenile son, 
Hail To Reason, 

The General Sire Rankings from 1951 
through 1960, a ten-year period, appear 
to reveal a trend in favor of certain 
imported stallions from a particular 
foreign country. Count Fleet led in 1951, 
Bull Lea in 1952 and 1953, only to be 
superseded by imports during the re- 
maining seven years, such stallions as 
*Heliopolis, *Nasrullah, and *Princequillo 
- *Nasrullah leading the list on four oc- 
casions, *Princequillo, twice. 


The only other imported stallions dur- 
ing this period whose names have appear- 
ed with any degree of regularity among 
the top ten sires are *Royal Charger, 
*Khaled, *Alibhai, *Mahmoud, and *Ambi- 
orix. NO OTHER IMPORTED STALLION 
HAS ACHIEVED A RANKING AMONG THE 
TOP TEN ON MORE THAN ONE OC- 
CASION DURING THIS SPAN, 

*Nasrullah, *Royal Charger, *Heli- 
opolis, *Khaled, *Alibhai, *Mahmoud - 
all were imported from the British Isles. 
*Ambiorix is French-bred, and though 
technicalities might not admit of *Prince- 
quillo being called an English-bred, he is 
of predominantly English bloodlines. 

Why is it, then, that these Irish and 
English-breds have threatened to sweep 
the boards in this country? It could have 
been, partly, what they had to offer - or 
to look at it from the other side of the 
equation and in equal part - the fundamental 
weaknesses in our own bloodstock, 

All of these horses had speed, up to 
and including a mile; (including unraced 
*Alibhai who showed great speed in his 
trials) they had excellent conformation 
and were classically-bred. *Nasrullah and 
*Royal Charger are representatives of 
Nearco, one of the world’s great sire 
influences, and they descend from the 
same outstanding female line noted for 
sires, among them the afore-mentioned 
Derby-winning *Mahmoud. *Khaled and 
*Alibhai, a pair of Aga Khan-breds, are 
scions of the Hyperion line, one of the 
greatest sources of sire blood in the 
world. Lord Derby-bred *Heliopolis, an- 
other son of Hyperion, likewise comes 
from a family of sires. This leaves 
*Princequillo, a horse with less speed 
and more stamina than the others, and a 
leading exponent of the St. Simon male 
line, *Princequillo seems to represent 
a part of the world-wide renaissance of 
the St. Simon line through the foundation

stallion Prince Rose. 

None of these stallions, with the ex- 
ception of *Mahmoud, were absolutely 
top racehorses, but, with the possible 
exception of *Princequillo (who was rather 
sickly as a young horse), each had a high 
turn of speed which is vital to American 
racing. 

And, possibly as great a factor as 
any - each was classically-bred. It seems 
that European breeders, and English 
breeders in particular, are extremely 
careful in their selection of stallions and 
mares. They do not leave a stone unturned, 

In his beautifully comprehensive bro- 
chure of stallions and mares at his stud 
farm, Haras D’Ouilly, Francois Dupre, 
breeder of Bella Paola, and the man who 
made Relic famous, has devoted an entire 
section to a classification of his mares 
according to age, their sires, their Bruce 
Lowe Family Numbers, and their male 
line descent. Is it any wonder, then, that 
when these Europeans come up with a 
stud prospect he has a great deal working 
for him already, a strong background to 
use as a springboard? 

We Americans often heap speed on top 
of speed and when a game horse comes 
along, he can sometimes get a distance, 
but what of his offspring? I think it would 
be wishful thinking for one to breed 
Bolero to an Eternal Bull mare in the 
hopes of getting a classic winner. (But 
it is true that we have often bred for 
speed at any cost, and hang the con- 
sequences!) 

In the following two paragraphs we will 
attempt to explain why the time was ripe 
for imported stallions to carve a niche 
for themselves in American racing partic- 
ularly during the past seven or eight years. 

There is an insidious factor which 
has aided in bringing this about - the 
dominant influence of Bull Lea. Consider, 
first, that Bull Lea was America’s premier 
stallion during the period 1947-1953 when 
he led the General Sire List on no fewer 
than five occasions, Other American-bred 
stallions were doing quite well during 
that era, among them Pilate, his son, 
Eight Thirty, and Count Fleet, Discovery, 
Roman, Menow, and War Admiral; in 
fact, they more than held their own with 
the foreign-breds. 

With Bull Lea aging, however, a void 
was created, and during the past seven 
years in which “outsiders” have taken 
over, Bull Lea has gone about the task 
of becoming America’s Number One 
broodmare sire, a title he has held during 
each of the past four years. The previous- 
ly-mentioned insidious factor is also the 
sometimes miraculous pull Bull Lea has 
exerted on the recent General Sire Lists. 
Consider, next, the fact that when *Nas- 
rullah gained the number one slot on this 
list again in 1960, his second-best money 
winner was On-And-On, out of the cham- 
pion racemare Two Lea, by Bull Lea, a 
mare who had already produced Derby-

winning Tim Tam. Thus, Bull Lea helps 
certain stallions in their bid for a top 
rung on the sire list to the detriment 
of his own sons - and Bull Lea has some 
smashingly-good racehorses standing at 
stud, (The fact that Bull Lea at one time 
had three of his best sons serving at 
stud alongside him also proved extremely 
disadvantageous tothese sons.) It is, of 
course, logical to breed Bull Lea mares 
to imported stallions to reap the benefits 
of outcrossing. 

I agree unequivocally that the previous - 
ly-mentioned imports have more than held 
their own with our native-bred stud horses, 
However, conditions in the British Isles 
during the past fifteen years or more 
have been extremely favorable toward our 
purchasing the likes of *Nasrullah and 
*Royal Charger for the top dollar l) a 
favorable rate of monetary exchange 2) 
the English and Irish could not afford 
NOT to sell because of the high figures 
we Offered for syndication, figures which 
they, themselves, could not match inorder 
to retain their best prospects. 

We’ve got to admit that the highest- 
priced of the foreign-breds - those syn- 
dicated for fantastically large sums - have 
been receiving the best mares, or, at 
least, got some of the best mares in 
their initial seasons in the stud. Syndicate 
owners send their top mares not only in 
hopes of getting a champion, but also as 
a means of protecting their investment. 
Bald Eagle, *Nasrullah’s ranking money 
winner last year, is out of the crack race 
mare, Siama, 

I can’t go along with the trend of thought 
that hybrid vigor results when one mates 
imported stallions with domestic mares. 
Obviously, over a period of years, certain 
bloodstrains in certain countries lost 
their potency through various influences, 
then were rejuvenated through the intro- 
duction of another line or lines which, 
themselves, had not been plagued by the 
same weaknesses. I thus concede the 
efficacy of outcrossing, but believe that 
hybrid vigor, in its strictest interpreta- 
tion, must be reserved for its original 
application to plants. 

Assuming that imported Thorough- 
breds breed better than home breds, then 
why aren’t the best U.S. horses by im- 
ported stallions and out of mares whose 
parents were also imported? Let’s take 
the divisional leaders of 1960 for example. 
There’s the champion two-year-old, Hail 
To Reason, by *Turn-to out of Nothird- 
chance, a stakes-winning daughter of Blue 
Swords and Galla Colors....‘‘Horse of The 
Year”’ Kelso is by Your Host, both of 
whose parents were imported, but Kelso’s 
dam is by Count Fleet-Maidoduntreath.... 
Berlo, champion 3-year-old filly, is by 
*Heliopolis, but out of Faberose, by Rose- 
mont-Fickiebush....champion handicapper 
Bald Eagle is from home-bred Siama, by

off the road, Down the hill Mr. Filley 
and Mr. Murdock were really tincanning, 
while Mrs. Slater took Red Alan back.

March 12 dawned cool, moist and over- 
cast.

Riding and the Kennedy Fitness Program 
A Doctor’s Point of View 


By Dr. Michael E, Sachey 


“HORSES! HORSES! OUR COUNTRY 
NEEDS HORSES,” This is a poor para- 
phrasing of a passage in Shakespeare’s 
Richard Ill, ‘*A Horsel A Horse! My 
Kingdom for a Horse”, However, more 
horses and the proper ‘‘Know-how” to 
make them initially available and, through 
expert organization and administration, 
thereafter continually used by tens of 
thousands of additional people weekly 
throughout the country, could become one 
of the most vital as well as gratifying 
aspects of President Kennedy’s proposed 
Physical Fitness Program. There was a 
good reason why “‘Blood and Guts’? Gen- 
eral George Patton, and tens of thousands 
of other courageous fighters for our 
country were horsemen. Association with 
the horse enabled them to achieve great 
emotional maturity. England just did not 
happen to become great. She became 
great, among other things, because of the 
tremendous emotional control attained by 
her horsemen, which became a fetish, 
seeped down to the other classes, and 
transposed the deleterious actions of the 
emotions to that of an ally. Emotional 
training was the reason the Royal Air 
Force, composed of youngsters trained 
as above, beat the German Luftwaffe in 
1940. What the horse has done for the 
development of emotional control in mil- 
lions of peoples here and abroad, past 
and present, it can do here again for 
many people in the future. 

It can be done. A lady I know was 
hired by a stable on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy to ‘‘see what you can do’’, She 
Started with the 7 pupils the stable had 
at that time. She contributed expert or- 
ganizational and salesmanship, expert 
teaching, guided supervision and a great 
deal of time and hard work, Five months 
later she was personally teaching, and 
supervising the teaching, of 600 pupils 
in ONE WEEK and every week thereafter 
until the summer vacation, Thus it is not 
outside the realm of possibility to have 
tens of thousands of ADDITIONAL riders 
each week throughout the country under 
guided instruction with which to develop 
the emotional stability referred to. The 
immediate and long range effect of this 
from a social, economic, educational, 
cultural, ethical and medical viewpoint 
would be fantastic. What differentiates 
horse sports from other sports is the 
emotional setting in which guided activities 
with the horse takes place, 

Progressive work with the horse be- 
comes a most important instrument for 
emotional training. Lack of emotional 
training in our society has been and is 
responsible for the exorbitant number of 


mental casualties in this country in peace 
and war. One cannot erase the facts that 
there are more hospital beds occupied by 
the mentally ill than all other illnesses 
combined; that there are some 9,000,000 
mental casualties yearly in this country; 
that in World War II one third of our 
combat troops became mentally ill; that 
out of 100 men with a rifle, only 12 
shot theirs. 

Emotional control of the highest order 
is essential for riding in all its phases. 
For progressive riding is one of the very 
few guided activities which offers situa- 
tional experiences, in and from which one 
learns under emotional duress; one thinks 
under emotional duress; one acts and also 
acts quickly under emotional duress; one 
makes decisions under emotional duress; 
one performs the finest and softest (hands 
and body) coordinations under emotional 
duress; one learns to relax under 
emotional duress; one must change and 
assume the proper body mechanics under 
emotional duress (functional posture, also 
fear brings about contractions, thus 
flexions of the trunk which must be over- 
come); one attains growth under emotional 
duress. Thus, any and all learning con- 
nected with the horse, because of the 
emotionally pregnant environment, upsets 
the endocrines from a mild to a violent 
degree. 

For example, take the youngster’s 
first experience with the horse. Being put 
up on a height is not too bad, but the 
youngster is put on a living animal, so 
both the height and a strange animal 
make for apprehension. There must be 
emotional reaction. Then, with every pro- 
gressive step, we have the same internal 
reaction taking place. The youngster can

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walk, now he is shown how to post to the 
trot. The very first few times, especially 
when the skill is badly performed and the 
child is ‘‘bounced around’’ - almost fall- 
ing, etc., there are intense emotional 
reactions. The same internal reaction 
takes place when the child learns to canter. 
THIS EMOTIONAL REACTION IS EVER 
PRESENT. THE CHILD ISCONTINUALLY 
REACTING AND LEARNING TO REACT 
TO IT, AS WELL AS TO THE TOTAL 
SITUATION WITH THE HORSE, This con- 
tinuous adjustment makes for emotional 
control. If the youngster should fall, and 
they all do, then the activity from that 
time onward has an emotional content. 
Even though the child is not hurt, he 
has an emotional reaction, because he 
once lost his support from a height 
which has evoked the fear reaction, be- 
cause loss of support is one of the two 
fears we are born with. To get back on 
the horse requires a great deal of effort, 
since there is a choice between fear and 
what is expected of him and/or his desire. 

This is the beginning of real emotional 
growth and the solidification of it. The 
child has grown emotionally, he has taken 
a step toward emotional maturity. New 
learnings bring about new emotional re- 
actions. Successfully meeting them make 
for more emotional growth. Falls with 
injury, if successfully met, make for 
more growth and maturity. Also, after 
the first injury, the total environment 
takes on a deeper emotional content. 
Emotion pervades everything connected 
with the horse. The successful meeting 
of this emotional environment makes for 
greater and greater emotional growth. 

It was this emotional growth as an 
outcome of riding that caused me to start 
my children riding, because the schools 
definitely were not giving this training 
which I thought was and should be one of 
their greatest contributions to the training 
of youth. During the war I saw thousands 
of mental casualties. I know that I don’t 
want any part of these illnesses for my 
children. And if in my mind I feel that 
training via the horse is the means by 
which one can avoid these illnesses, and 
I definitely do believe this, then ‘‘that’s 
for my children’’. So the upsetting of the 
endocrines because of the emotionality of 
the total environment, and the emotional 
growths that take place because of the 
continuous adjustment of the cortex to this 
total environment, is the guiding light of 
the riding program. One of the most 
important attributes we should develop in 
our people is a type of cortical control 
in which the emotions become an ally 
rather than a destructive force. The 
horse does this admirably. He can, with 
the proper guidance, enable more people 
to reach the height of their cortico- 
emotional capacity. He can thus become 
an important cog in the development of an 
Emotionally Fit America, a development 
which adds to the purely physical aspects 
of physical fitness, basic emotional stabil- 


ity.

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Dramatics For Movie Horses 


All was ready on the set. The director 
turned to the horse trainer and indicated 
that the scene was now in his hands. The 
trainer raised his whip and the chestmut 
filly known to millions as Flicka, wheeled 
on her hind legs and charged head-on 
into a barbed wire fence. 

As the barbs cut into her bloodstained 
coat, Flicka kicked frantically at the 
entangling mesh while the camera came 
dollying-in for a close-up. 

Solemnly watching the action from 
behind the cameras were representatives 
of the American Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. They were 
already anticipating the swarm of mail 
from television watchers protesting the 
“terrible cruelty.” Yet, how was the 
television audience to know that after the 
director called ‘‘cut,’’ several attendants 
had hurriedly yanked away the long strands 
of rubber with pieces of cork for barbs 
before leading Flicka to a well-deserved 
bucket of oats. 

Patience, a love for horses and the 
ability to understand the horse more 
thoroughly than a horse understands him- 
self are basic requirements for a Holly- 
wood horse trainer; and when a script 
calls for scenes as described above,

talented trainers tutor their pupils as 
painstakingly as aspiring actors are taught 
in New York’s select ‘‘Actors Studio,”’ 

While horses for starring roles are 
selected for adaptability to movie work 
more than for what their pedigree may 
read, most of the horses are well bred. 
Generally, not more than one in a hundred 
has the requisites for the making of a 
star, As potential actors, they must pass 
screen tests to determine their photo- 
genics and how well suited is their temper- 
ment to movie work. 

Before actual shooting of a horse 
picture, the studio submits its horse 
casting requirements and a copy of the 
script to a contracted trainer. Studio 
requirements will specify the type, color 
and gender. Stallions are the dominant 
preference, because they combine 
qualities of spirit and intelligence. The 
studio requirements are rigid and the 
search for that one horse may take the 
trainer through several states. 

Equine drama coaches must have their 
pupils register fear, anger, anaffectionate 
whinny or any other emotion that the 
script wants. Training in minor dramatics 
include standing perfectly still, coming to 
the trainer, rear-up, act lame, play dead 


and jump. All these stunts must be per- 
formed by the horse upon cue from the 
trainer who stands outside of camera 
range. 

Most movie horses, particularly those 
that will remain in the industry, represent 
a considerable investment of time and 
money by the studio, Consequently, scenes 
depicting wild chases and galloping falls 
are left to trained doubles, while the 
real star is used for close-ups and at 
gaits no faster than a walk. Stand-ins 
substitute for the star on the sets while 
cameras are placed and exposures check- 
ed. The trainer is then assured that the 
star horse will appear fresh and not be 
unnerved by standing under the lights 
during set preparations. 

Not unlike two-legged actors who strive 
for good performances for an Oscar 
nomination, movie horses also have their 
best acting award. Known as the PATSY, 
it is presented annually by the American 
Humane Association. In addition to giving 
notice to the best horse actor, it recog- 
nizes the studio as having used patience 
and kindness in training and handling its 
equine star. 
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Wild horse fights usually bring a deluge of letters from irate 
viewers into the studios. As wild and vicious as the fights 
appear on the screen, neither horse is hurt. Trick photography 
plays a big part, but wrapping gauze around horse’s mouth 
insures no injury is inflicted.

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Are You Superstitious?

As the winds of March air the fancy 
coolers brought out of winter moth balls 
and dry the fresh paint on the mono- 
grammed tack trunks, the signs of the new 
show season are known throughout the land, 

Shaggy manes are neatly pulled, tails 
are trimmed, and schooling begins. Last 
year’s challenge trophy is given tender 
glances as its temporary owner wonders if 
it will return to his shelf again. Many 
green horses are, due to the unfortunate 
but unavoidable passing of last year’s 
season, no longer (officially) green. Many 
young horses have added a new birthday 
and six inches to the height of fences they 
will have to jump. The show season is 
upon us, ready or not. 














There is a saying that - “Showing is 
25 percent the horse, 25 percent the rider, 
25 percent the man who takes care of the 
horse - 25 percent luck.” Taking for 
granted the horse exists, that he is ridden 
and that he is cared for (otherwise he'd 
be dead and your worries would be over), 
this leaves the 25 percent luck as the 
Great Unknown. 

Luck does play an important part in 
showing, no one will argue that; the only 
question is, how are you to make it fall 
your way? This brings up the subject of 
superstition. 

You’re not superstitious, of course. 
Neither, at first questioning, were a group 
of top show riders I spoke to about this. 
They denied any such thought. One of these 
riders, I must admit, never did come 
through - whether due to real strength oj 
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character or refusal to disclose his 
theories I could not decide. The others, 
however, confessed. By the end of a half- 
hour rabbit feet were leading by a slight 
margin, with special ties, usually des- 
cribed as plaid, tattered and grimy but 
absolutely indispensable, running close 
second. Also brought to light was the fact 
that a winner of the Medal at the National 
carried half a Mickey Mouse watch when 
he rode in the Medals throughout the 
summer. 

Popular though rabbit feet and old ties 
may be, the most widely spread and deeply 
rooted superstition seems to be that of the 
Left Boot. It is almost taken for granted 
that a horseman always puts this left boot 
on before the right one. 

This one defeats me. For years I have 
been trying to find out the reason, No one 
seems to know the answer, though nearly 
everyone faithfully goes on, show after 
show, pulling that left boot on first. 

The only answer seems tobe that many 
outside courses run counter-clockwise. 
Should a class be called before the rider is 
ready he may ride and appear fully clad to 
the judges while only wearing the one - 
left, of course - boot. However, as pro- 
found as this observation may be, I re- 
gretfully admit that there must bea better 
reason, 

Therefore, if you who hunt and/or show 
have even the remotest of wild ideas why 
this superstition exists, please let me 
know. I shall thank you forever and publish 
these findings at once to the eager and 
breathlessly awaiting show world, (Do 
those who ride in hunt races, amateur or 
professional, have this same super- 
stition?) 

As far as I am concerned you may have 
your rabbit feet and your four-leafclovers 
{oroviding that you are the kind that can 
find them. If you are that kind of person, 
you were born lucky, so you don’t need 
them anyway). Instead of these artificial 
aids and appliances, all I ask is tohave an 
uneven number of braids on the horse I 
ride. This unshakable belief goes back to 
one of the Connecticut Circuit shows in 
which I was riding my own horse, Three 
classes passed in a rather disheartening 
manner before I discovered the even num- 
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\\ With the aid of the bit of red string on 
my exhibitor’s badge I added the odd braid 
and, of course, won the next class. Laugh 
if you will, but first take a look in your 
riding coat pocket. If there is not one ob- 
ject there that you would guard with you'r 
life as far as your luck is concerned, 
then you may laugh. Otherwise - those 
that live in glass houses, you know. 

The misfortunes accompanying the 
signing of entry blanks have almost gone 
beyond superstition to the point of being 
a proven fact. Show committees raise 
howls of fury every year because ex- 
hibitors will not get their entries inearly. 
These committees do not realise what 
their entry blanks can do, 

Lying on a desk they are powerless 
while the show horse becomes fit, shining, 
and ready. Let the exhibitor fill out this 
entry blank. Let him sign it and mail it. 
The very moment the envelope is on its 
way the show horse steps on a nail. Or 
coughs. It is simply amazing, but it happens 
time and time again.

By now the Raised Eyebrow Depart- 
ment has been working overtime. Its ar- 
gument is that since only one horse can win 
each class, someone is bound to feel let 
down by his luck. Taking the show as a 
whole, however, each exhibitor has his 
own idea of what constitutes a successful 
day. 

One exhibitor is happy if his young 
horse jumps at all, Another is in seventh 
heaven if he wins a leg on that challenge 
trophy, even though the horse stands on 
his head in every other class. 

To those who show only to win cham- 
pionships, I can only say that! hope you’re 
not superstitious. 

Those who do not believe in luck have, 
by now, gone off to smirk at their show 
horses. To the rest of you, good luck. May 
that challenge trophy return to its position 
of honor on your shelf for another year. 
May the rails remain on the fences you 
jump, and may you remain on the topside 
of your horse when you jump on. May this 
season be the luckiest - and therefore, 
the best - you have ever had.

ARABIAN STALLION TO 
MICH, STATE COLLEGE 

The most recent addition to the Mich- 
igan State College band of breeding stock, 
is a gray Arabian Stallion, presented to 
MSU by retiring Secretary of Agriculture, 
Ezra Taft Benson. 

The four-year-old was a gift to Mr. 
Benson, following a goodwill marketing 
tour of the Middle East late in 1960, 
from the United Arab Republic. After 
examining horse breeding programs of 
various land grant colleges, Benson 
selected MSU because ofa well-establish- 
ed herd of 20 Arabian Horses, originated 
many years ago by W. K, Kellogg, Battle 
Creek industrialist.

From Gaited Horses to Jumpers 


Dear Sir: 

It was with great pleasure that we read 
the article ‘“‘Some Current Trends In 
Childrens Riding” by Peggy J. Pittenger. 

Contrary to the old saying, we “‘chang- 
ed horses in the middle of the stream, 
and have been ‘‘dead center” ever since. 
We began operations two years ago as a 
gaited and show stable. From a 260 acre 
corn field and swamp we built a 20 stall 
stable, indoor ring, swimming pool, tennis 
courts, picnic area and lounge-restaurant. 
At the end of our first year, we had 
almost given up our idea of grand horse- 
manship and wonderful thrill of just being 
around horses. We must admit, we did 
not have the experience necessary to 
operate such an extravaganza, but we 
thought we would learn while at the same 
time enjoy our new adventure. How wrong 
we werel 

We tried concentrating on teaching 
Equitation, only to lose some of our 
gaited boarders, who would decide to work 
their horses at the exact time that the 
ring was used for an Equitation class, 
even though class times were clearly 
posted on a huge black board. We were 
constantly running our heads off with 
weak apologies and excuses from one to 
the other, even though we knew we were 
not the offenders. 

And the Horse Shows! Oh the Horse 
Shows! It seemed that the only way to 
have harmony, or rather, stay in business, 
was to have 10 classes, with 15 blue 
ribbons and 15 trophies in each class. 
How well we still remember the war 
cries at show time. ‘‘How could Sally 
Doe’s horse beat ours, hers only cost 
$3000.00 and ours cost $4000.00, are you 
giving her better training’’? ‘“‘Mary can’t 
ride, its her father’s money that wins 
her blues’. “If my little girl’s horse 
doesn’t win at the next show, we are

moving our horse to Mrs. Blanks stable’’. 

Well, my wife and our instructor did 
their best, but I’d had it. I made plans 
to turn our Royal Bourbon Stables into a 
cattle farm. The pool, with a roof biilton, 
for grain, and the tennis courts for a 
feeding lot. I even enjoyed a vengeful 
feeling at the thought of it. 

But at our lowest ebb, a ray of hope 
came through. Mrs. William Hewitt of 
Friendship Farm and her trainer Mr.

according to Federico Tesio, the ‘‘Wizard 
of Dormello”. Tesio noted that in the 
more-than-170 runnings of the Epsom 
Derby there has never appeared a Derby 
winner, who in turn sired a Derby victor 
whose son and grandson likewise won the 
Epsom Derby - in other words, a cul- 
mination of an unbroken sequence of four 
Derby champions, It is puzzling why a 
pattern of superiority should not be main- 
tained in successive generations, partic- 
ularly in the case of a Derby winner who 
completely dominated his field, then did 
not continue that pattern in unbroken 
Sequence in the stud. Tesio concludes 
that it must be a sort of law of nature 
which prevents a single strain from com- 





pletely dominating all others, thus pre- 
venting an absolute monopoly in the sport 
of racing and breeding. 

There is wisdom in the points you have 
advanced as to why imported Thorough- 
breds breed better than our own studs: 
abroad the racing pattern is such that 
horses are tested for stamina plus speed, 
while American horses are USUALLY 
tested for speed, only; American horses 
are raced excessively; the physical type 
of the true Thoroughbred changes when 
horses have been bred in the U.S.A. for 
several generations. 

In conclusion, I do not believe that 
imported Thoroughbred stallions breed 
better than our home breds, as a general 
rule. I do think that the English and Irish- 
breds under discussion have been ex- 
tremely influential, and are currently 
exerting a stronger male line influence 
than our home-bred sires. I believe they 
have succeeded in the main due to their 
intrinsic merits - while incorporating 
classic pedigree - with such contributing 
factors as better mares, better stud 
management, better foal and racehorse 
environment, better promotion, plus 
benefits gained from outcrossing to 
American-bred mares. From this it can 
be inferred that the American-bred sires 
will in future occupy increasingly-im- 
portant positions on the General Sire 
List with a more harmonious balance of 
“‘stallion power’? between imports and 
home breds.

having to be pulled up through a slipped 
saddle, At a great pace they came down 
the hill into the second last hurdle with 
Albergo fractionally ahead of Eborneezer, 
Silver Reynard and Farmer’s Boy, with 
Moss Bank and Morning Coat close up, 
the latter looking to be going exceptionally 
well, Then Albergo hit the top rail and 
spun over and over, fortunately without 
mishap to himself or his rider, bringing 
down Ancil on Morning Coat and two 
others behind, Rounding the last bend, 
Winter had Eborneezer just ahead of 
Silver Reynard and Farmer’s Boy and hug- 
ging the rails went on to win by three 
lengths from the late finishing Moss Bank, 
who may have been slightly hampered 
by Albergo’s fall, he in turn being 1 1/2 
lengths ahead of Farmer’s Boy and Silver 
Reynard, separated by a short-head, 

As always there were lots of opinions 
as to. what the result would have been 
had Albergo not fallen, I personally feel 
that he would have won - needless to say, 
so did his jockey, though the riders of 
Morning Coat and Moss Bank were no less 
convinced that they would have! 

This was the third Champion Hurdle 
win for trainer Ryan Price and Fred 
Winter, who on the following day became 
the third jockey to win the two big events 
in the same year, Aubrey Brabazon hav- 
ing done so twice on Hatton’s Grace and 
Cottage Rake, whilst Tim Molony steered 
Sir Ken and Knock Hard to victory in 
1953, 

Also a good horse on the flat, who won 
last year’s Queen’s Prize, Eborneezer is 
by the Ascot Gold Cup winner Ocean 
Swell out of a mare by another Gold Cup 
winner in Precipation, so it is not sur- 
prising that he stays the two miles well. 
Indeed, for Price it was a near thing 
whether to start him in the Champion 
Hurdle or to keep him for another attempt 
at the Queen’s Prize, for he is not a 
robust horse and cannot take a lot of 
racing. 


Foxhunters’ Won By Olympic Medallist 

Every bit as loud a cheer as Fred 
Winter received for his victory onSaffron 
Tartan was accorded to the Australian 
Olympic rider Laurie Morgan when he 
won the Foxhunters’ "Chase over four 
miles in a field of seventeen. The race 
rightly was expected to be a match between 
Morgan’s Colledge Master and Mr. R, 
Brewis owner-ridden Whinstone Hill, two 
really outstanding hunters. Whinstone Hill 
had won the race in 1958 and 1960, whilst 
in 1959 he and Colledge Master had been 
well clear of the rest in a desperate 
duel, only for both to fall at the final 
obstacle. By the top of the hill on the 
final circuit this year the two had drawn 
well away from the rest, but from a long 
way out Colledge Master seemed to be 
going just the better and without being 
pressed he passed the post eight lengths 
ahead of Whinstone Hill; the official de- 
scription of the placing back to the third 
was ‘“‘bad’’, 

So another National Hunt Meeting is 
over and in ten days the flat starts; 
with the exception of the Grand National 
and the Whitbread Gold Cup, racing under 
N.H, Rules then takes a back seat till 
next November. It has been an extremely 
‘open’ season, though much of the benefit 
derived from the unexpectedly low number 
of meetings lost has largely been off- 
set by the abnormally heavy conditions 
that have persisted right through until a 
week before Cheltenham. Let us however 
be grateful that it dried up just when 
required most.

The plank fence is the 3rd in this 
course where Barge Toter led Cool Har- 
bor and Gin Rickey and the field then 
raced around a beacon to the right and 
over a stonewall in the same order. The 
Sth is another stonewall into a driveway 
and is the only fence which is not clearly 
discernible. Swinging left-handed, the field 
came by the barn and over the 6th with 
Barge Toter still leading, followed by Gin 


Rickey. Left-handed and another stonewall 
and the horses went into a field, right- 
handed around a beacon and toward the8th, 
Driving into this one were Daddy Darling, 
Barge Toter and Gin Rickey and they jump- 
ed on about even terms, but Barge Toter 
hit hard in front and lost his rider. He 
galloped toward the open spaces as the 
field swung left-handed and jumped the 
plank fence with Daddy Darling leading 
Gin Rickey, Hurdy Gurdy and Cool Harbor, 

Gin Rickey jumped behind Daddy Dar- 
ling over the 11th in front of the judges’ 
stand, but Mr. Chapot sent his mount to 
the front after landing. He held this posi- 
tion in the long gallop to the 12thand over 
this one jumped in front of Daddy Darling 
and Hurdy Gurdy. At the 13th, Daddy Dar- 
ling went down with Mr. Chewning and after 
the 14th, Mr. Byrd pulled up on Still Bell. 

In the long run to the 15th and last, 
Hurdy Gurdy took over the front position 
from Gin Rickey, but the latter tried hard 
to close the gapand both horses were really 
running as they approached this fence. 
Hurdy Gurdy was over first withGin Rick- 
ey next. In the. stretch drive, Gin Rickey 
again made a strong challenge sothat fora 
moment, it appeared as though there might 
be a dead-heat. However, Hurdy Gurdy was 
first by the finish line with Gin Rickey 
second, Jr. Jim, who had stayed off the 
entire pace, came on to finish 3rd ahead 
of Cool Harbor.

The Directors Meeting was held on 
Saturday, February 18, 1961 at Grimes 
Mill Clubhouse with a majority of direc- 
tors or their proxies present. 

The following officers were re-elected 
as the first order of business: Carl G, 
Berger, President; Edward S, Bonnie, 
Vice-President; Louis M. Prince, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. 

Second, the dates for the various 
Point-to-Point and Hunt Meetings were 
set as follows:
